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ZBA To Hear Proposal 
For Apartment Complex

The Zoning Board of Appeals will 
be asked tonight for permission to 
build an 18-unit apartment com- 
plex. 

The housing project would re- 
place a single-family home at the 
intersection of High and Haverhill 
streets. 

Picwel Builders Inc. is request- 
ing a special permit on the grounds 
that the apartments blend in with 
the neighborhood. Two former 
apartment complexes, now condo- 
miniums, abut the property. 

“This is an apartment district,” 
said Phillip Sullivan, attorney for 
Picwel in a petition to the ZBA. “It 
is a parcel being squeezed into a 
corner by two apartment com- 
plexes, and it is only fitting that a 
small apartment development such 
as this be allowed.” 

Plans currently call for two 
buildings to be constructed on the 
64,000-square foot piece of land. 
There will be 36 parking spaces for 
the 18 units, the number required 
by zoning regulations. 

Picwel maintains that traffic 
problems will be minimized. Cars 


‘from the proposed complex will en- 


ter and exit off High Street, which 
has “fully adequate sight lines and 
will be able to merge with traf- 
fic...without substantial time de- 
lays,” said Mr. Sullivan. 

Uncertainty over how to build 
around several large trees on the 
property have kept the plans from 
reaching the Planning Board. How- 
ever, Steve Colyer, town physical 
planner, doesn’t see that as a major 
problem. 

Zoning bylaws would permit an 
additional floor for each building if 
the trees can’t be built around. The 
trade-off would allow the trees to be 
saved while providing a way for 
Picwel to recoup the space needed 
to fully develop the complex. 


Mr. Colyer anticipates the issue 
reaching the Planning Board's 
agenda in September. 


The ZBA isn’t expected to make 
a decision until the board has con- 
sidered the plans. In the past, the 
ZBA has held off from deciding 
building issues until receiving input 
from the Planning Board. 


Town Departments Wait For 
State Budget Ax To Fall

It may take two more weeks be- 
fore the town reveals how it will 
handle the budget shortfall of ap- 
proximately $430,000 recently im- 
posed by Gov. Michael Dukakis. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
said yesterday that he has estab- 
lished priorities for the cutbacks, 
but will not announce what depart- 
ments will be affected until he 
meets with the Board of Selectmen. 

The board will likely discuss the 
issue in closed executive session at 
their Aug. 14 meeting, said Select- 
man Gerald Silverman. 

Meanwhile, the town’s financial 
picture was muddled early this 
week by developments that will 
probably delay the state’s final 
word on municipal aid cuts until 
next week. 

Plummeting state revenues in 
July fell $78.5 million short of pro- 
jections, prompting L. Edward 
Lashman, state finance secretary, 
to predict further budget cutbacks.

The move would prevent Gov. 
Dukakis from issuing the state 
“cherry sheets,’’ which detail local 
aid to municipalities.

Old Town Hall’s pipe organ got a new lease on life. 

The Andover Arts Lottery Council will receive $4,000 from the state 
Arts Lottery Council for the restoration of the organ. The instrument, 
believed to have been installed in the Fellsway Theater in Boston 
around 1926 and moved to Saint Polycarp’s Church in Somerville in the 
1930s, was donated to the town by the late Ear!

FIGURING HEIGHT AND WEIGHT 


Aside from the density of tufts in a carpet, pile height and 
pile weight are additional factors in the carpet's ability to 
resist wear, Pile height measures pile yarn from the top of 
the carpet backing to the top of the pile yarn. This 
measurement is given in terms of decimal parts per inch, 
such as .200 or .327. With all other factors of a carpet's 
construction being equal, the higher pile will yield the 
greater durability. As for pile weight, it is a measurement of 
the pile yarn's weight in terms of ounces per square yard. As 
common sense would dictate, those yarns with higher 
weights offer the best bet against wear. When judging carpet 
durability, consider yarn density, height and weight, in 
addition to fiber type.

Teens Discuss Prejudice 
During Week-Long Program 


Seventy New England area teenagers 
will get together to discuss issues like 
gender roles and interfaith relations 
during a week-long program sponsored 
by the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews. 

The NCCJ’s fifth annual Anytown New 
England program will be held Aug. 13 to 
90 at the Rolling Ridge Conference Center 
in Andover. 

The teens taking part in the program 
are called ‘‘delegates” and come from a 
variety of schools, youth organizations, 
churches, synagogues and other social 
service agencies. 

They will represent the diverse ethnic, 
racial, religious and cultural groups of 
the New England community, said Susan 
Musinsky, associate director of NCCJ. 
The participants will spend a week 
discussing issues relating to prejudice 
and leadership and focus on how to use 
human relations skills to help create a 
better community, Ms. Musinsky said. 

They will participate in educational

workshops, peer discussion groups and 
evening sessions that address a variety of 
topics: gender roles, conflict resolution, 
interfaith relations, sexuality, prejudice, 
family relations, self-identity, leadership 
and cultural awareness. 

“Anytown is intense and powerful for 
the participants,’ Ms. Musinsky said. 
“The program challenges them on an 
intellectual level, on a personal level and 
on an emotional level.”’ 

Delegates think and talk about issues 
relating to world holocausts, teen suicide 
and drug use. Mostly, though, they work 
on ideas to combat prejudice in their 
communities and examine reasons ‘“‘why 
our diverse society has difficulties 
creating equal opportunity for all,’’ Ms. 
Musinsky said. 

The Anytown program takes place in 
over 20 cities around the country and has 
serviced over 40,000 teens in its 30-year 
history. For more information, contact 
Ms. Musinksy at the NCCJ regional office 
at 15 Broad St., Suite 505, Boston.

Planning Board chairman Harold King virtually presented the 
Selectmen with an ultimatum Monday night—either take great 
care in granting, policing and controlling gravel pits, or face a 
zoning article to arbitrarily restrict pits to specific areas of the 
town. 

His comments came amid a serious discussion of general 
gravel pit philosophy, but with some indirect bearing on a recent 
request by S.P. White for a pit off Argilla rd. 

Mr. King told the Selectmen: “The Planning Board would get 
a resounding vote of approval at town meeting”’ for an article 
restricting pits. He referred to many such operations as industri- 
al in nature, taking place in residential sections of the town. 

“If you don’t take great care in granting and policing” the 
pits; calling owner to task, and in getting old pits fixed up, he 
warned the Board, other action could follow. 

“This attitude is necessary,” he noted, “‘if there is not to be an 
arbitrary restriction.“ 

He suggested to the Board that any present holder of a permit 
could be required to fix up a pit he previously owned or operated, 
whether or not that pit was covered by restrictions. 

A heavy, last-minute registration is expected tomorrow, at the 
deadline before the Sept. 10 primary. Registrars of Voters will be 
at town hall from noon to 10 p.m. Friday for any eligible adult. 

Town Clerk Irving 0. Piper said 165 new voters are on the 
rolls, through Saturday, Aug. 1. Registrations were held Monday 
and Tuesday of this week in two precincts, and the final day 
comes tomorrow. 

Although there has been ‘“‘more than usual” switching of pe 
designations to date, Mr. Piper says neither of the political par- 
ties is the victor. He expects about one percent—approximately 
100—of the voters will change their party affiliation.

McDonald’s Starts 
Recycling Program 
By Lisa A. Boudreau 


If you’ve been to the North Main Street 
McDonald’s lately, you may have noticed 
a few changes. New trash bins are la- 
beled ‘Recyclable Plastics Only Please”’ 
and ‘“‘Non-Plastic Please.” 

The Andover restaurant was chosen re- 
cently along with three other McDonald’s 
in the Northeast to participate in a pilot 
plastics recycling program. The other 
two McDonald’s are in Burlington and 
New York state. 

“This (recycling) is something the 
company has been exploring to find out 
the level of customer cooperation,” said 
Mike Curtin, who owns the Andover busi- 
ness along with his father. 

His father was approached by the par- 
ent corporation a few months ago, and the 
trial recycling venture began in July. 
“My father was very happy to get the 
program started here,” said Mr. Curtin. 

“Tt was really easy to get the recycling 
program started, and it’s not costing us 
anything,” he said. 

The savings will come from the re- 
duced level of trash the restaurant pays 
to be hauled away. The usual number of 
trash pickups per week has been five, 
said Mr, Curtin. But, with the reduction of 
some of the recyclable plastic, the restau- 
rant has been averaging four pickups 
each week. The recyclable plastic is 
picked up once a week by Plastics Again 
Co. of Leominster. 


Once at the the plastics plant the Mc- 
Donald’s trash is separated, washed and 
ground simultaneously. The next stop is 
the dryer, where it is heated to an excess 
of 400 degrees Fahrenheit. From there it 
is dyed and cut into long, thin spaghetti- 
like strands. The strands are cooled with 
water blasts and then cut into pellets that 
can be sold to the non-food service plas- 
tics industry. 

So foam used to make the containers 
that keep McDonald’s sandwiches hot 
may someday end up as insulation used to 
keep homes warm. 

Along with the two trash containers, 
the parent company provided recycling 
reminder table tents for each table and 
foam packaging facts posters for the 
walls, The table tents are decorated with 
animated McDonald’s plastic utensils and 
food containers and feature a few par- 
agraphs describing the program, its en- 
viornmental benefits and one paragraph 
asking for patron participation. Also list- 
ed are the plastic items designated for the 
recycling bin. 

They include all foam containers, plas- 
tic utensils, salad containers, hot drink 
cups, ice cream sundae cups, orange 
juice cups and all drink lids. 

But environmental and _ recycling 
awareness aren’t the only things the 
North Main Street McDonald’s is doing. 

A year and a half ago the restaurant 
changed its Coke dispensing system and

Members’ Lack 


After a June 20th Schooi Committee meeting that 
went into the late hours of the night, committeeman 
Richard Hubbell sent a three-page memo reprimand- 
ing his colleagues for their lack of pre-meeting prepa- 
ration. Mr. Hubbell said the memo was meant to 
remain in house, but last week excerpts of the memo 
appeared in The Lawrence Eagle-Tribune along with 
a response and more committee criticism from mem- 
ber Michael Frishman. 

Mr. Hubbell said he was addressing the entire 
committee. The memo was uncontroversial, he 
added. 

Part of the memo reads: ‘‘Based on the progress 
during the last several School Committee meetings, I 
am concerned about the committee’s ability to effec- 
tively carry out its responsibilities....I’m not going to 
stay into the wee hours of the morning.... 

“Please do your homework before you come to 
meetings....While I can understand an occasional 
problem due to personal schedules, I cannot take any- 
one seriously who continuously comes to meetings 
unprepared and as a consequence wastes the com- 
mittee’s time,’’ he wrote. 

“Tt was written in the interest of trying to accomp!- 
ish something as a committee,’ Mr. Hubbell said. 
“We get wheelbarrows full of stuff to read and if you 
don’t read them, we end up discussing things we all 
should understand.”’ 

The memo contained nothing that should be kept 
from the public, he said. 

Mr. Frishman said it is normal procedure for new 
committee members to send memos. Mr. Hubbell 
and Andres Salazar, who were elected in March, are 
the two newest members of the committee. Although 


tanks. Now it uses five-gallon, reusable 
tanks that reduce the amount of trash 
over a period of time, he said. About eight 
months ago the McDonald’s Corp. took 
another step in the direction of reducing 
the amount of foam used in its restau- 
rants. It began making the foam sand- 
wich containers thinner. 

Mr. Curtin says about one half of the 
people who eat at his McDonald’s are 
sympathetic to the recycling cause. 

“Everybody is becoming aware of the 
positive environmental effect of recy- 
cling,” said Gordon Week of Beverly, who 
stopped by the Andover restaurant Tues- 
day for lunch. 

“It’s our civic responsibility to do 
something, especially when it’s made so 
easy,” he said. 

Another McDonald’s customer, Stepha- 
nie Schardin of 24 Gavin Circle, who recy- 
cles newspapers, magazines and tin cans 
at home, says she has been making an 
effort to cooperate with the McDonald’s 
program each time she eats at the restau- 
rant, but would like to see all fast-food 
restaurants go one step further. 

“T don’t understand why they just can’t 
use paper,” said Ms. Schardin. 

Mr. Curtin says he sees recycling as 
the wave of the future. Trash removal 
and litter in general are major problems 
he said. ‘“They’re (the McDonald’s Corp.) 
serious about recycling because of both 
public opinion and economics,” ‘he said.

50 Years Ago — August 1939 

Six families were forced to flee 
from the Elm Block about 2:15 Fri- 
day morning when fire broke out on 
the second floor of the big frame 
block, causing damage fixed by fire 
authorities at about $3500. The splen- 
did job the fire department did in 
extinguishing the blaze in the 
drought-dry wooden structure has 
earned it much deserved praise. 

Box 18 was sounded at 2:15 and at 
that time flames were leaping high 
in the air and the glare was visible 
for miles around. A few minutes lat- 
er the flare could no longer be seen 
and within a very short time the fire 
was under control. 

Several persons called the fire de- 
partment on the blaze at the same 
time, among them being Mrs. Ida 
Frankheart who lives on the third 
floor, filling station proprietor John 
White and the telephone operator, 
the exchange being just across the 
alley from the fire.

BOARD OF HEALTH 

The Board of Health, Town of Andover, Massachusetts acting in accordance with, and 
under the authority granted by M.G.L. Chapter 111, Section 31, 31A, 31B and M.G.L. 
Chapter 111, Sections 122, 123, 124, 125, 143, 144, 145, 146 and 147 adopted the following rules 
and regulations at a regularly scheduled, duly posted meeting of the Board held on July 
24, 1989. These regulations shall take effect forthwith upon publication. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE OPERATION OF A PIGGERY OR 
PIG FARM WITHIN THE TOWN OF ANDOVER 

AUTHORITY 

The following rules and regulations pertaining to the operation of a piggery or pig farm 
are adopted in accordance with the provisions of M.G.L. Chapter 111, Section 31, 31A, 31B 
and M.G.L. Chapter 111, Sections 122, 123, 124, 125, 143, 144, 145, 146 and 147 for the purpose 
of protection of the public health. 

PERMITS 

A permit is hereby required for the keeping of pigs for the purposes of operating a 
piggery or pig farm as provided in the Town of Andover Zoning By-Law. Such permit shall 
be issued only by a vote of the Board of Health upon compliance by the applicant with all 
provisions of the Andover Zoning By-Law and the following terms, conditions and require- 
ments of the Board: 

1. No individual or individuals, partnership, company or corporation shall keep swine 
within the limits of this municipality without first obtaining a permit from the Board of 
Health. All such permits shall expire on December 31 of each year and any permit may be 
revoked at any time by the Board of Health for just cause. 

2. A license to transport garbage, offal or other offensive substances along the public 
highways of this municipality must be obtained from the Board of Health in accordance 
with Chapter 111, Section 31A. All licenses shall expire on December 31, any license may 
be revoked at any time by the Board of Health for just cause. Garbage and other offensive 
material shall be transported only in watertight vehicles or container and shall be rodent- 
proof. 

3, All piggeries shall be isolated and maintained in such a manner that no public nui- 
sance shall be created thereby. No pen or swine houses shall be located within 150 feet of 
any public road. 
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FARMING PRACTICES 

4. The feeding of garbage to swine is a permissible practice provided that the following 
guidelines are met: 

a. No more than fifty (50) pigs at any one time during the course of one year can be fed 
garbage. 

b. The treatment of garbage prior to feeding must be in compliance with Public Law 96- 
468 “Swine Health Protection Act’’ of the Federal government and Massachusetts General 
Law Section 2 of Chapter 129 as most recently amended. 

c. The term “garbage” means all waste material derived in whole or in part from the 
meat of any animal (including fish and poultry) or other animal material, and other 
refuse of any character whatsoever that has been associated with any such material 
(vegetable and fruit and other similar waste products) resulting from the handling, pre- 
paration, cooking or consumption of food, except that such terms shall not include waste 
from ordinary household operations which is fed directly to swine on the sare premises 
where such household is located. 

5. The feeding of bakery waste to swine is permissible provided that the following 
guidelines are met: 

a. Bakery waste must be stored in rodent and bird-proof structures; such as a trailer; 
container vessel; asphalt or concrete floored structure with cement block walls and suita- 
ble roof. The front, if open, can be of bird-proof netting. 

b. All wrappers of bakery waste must be biodegradable. 

c. “Bakery waste”’ refers to breads, cake, cookies, pies and bakery floor sweepings. 

d. Bakery waste wrappers must be collected at weekly intervals, and stored in an 
appropriate container; these wrappers must be disposed of at a Massachusetts D.B.Q.E. 
approved disposal facility. 

6. Farrowing and nursery facilities must be at least 300 feet from owners/employees’ 
dwellings. Large animal buildings such as grower finishers and gestation buildings must 
be at least 500 feet from such dwellings. 

7. Farmers raising swine in open lot (any area fences outside a structure) or pastures 
must meet the following standards: 

a. Neighbors: Pigs numbers 1 to 49 head must be located no less than 500 feet upwind of 
the nearest neighbor’s boundary. Those raising 50 to 300 head must locate swine no less 
than one quarter mile upwind of the nearest neighbor's boundary. A swine population of 
301 to 1000 head must not be located within one half-mile upwind of the ne#. est neighbor's 
boundary. A swine population in excess of the 1001 head must not be closer than one and 
one-half mile upwind of the nearest neighbor’s boundary. 

b. Waterways, brooks, streams, rivers, ponds, marshes, lakes, reservoirs or wetlands 
per Town of Andover Conservation Commission maps: Open lots or pastures used to raise 
swine must be closer than 250 feet of the high water mark of the aforementioned water- 
ways. The area separating open lots or pastures must be mainteined as viable agriculture 
areas, i.e. forage production, trees, hardwood forest, wood lot, wildlife refuge. 

c. Pasture area: A pasture area is considered an area which is planted with foraging 
types of grasses and legumes (sod ground). Other nonforaging vegetation such as weeds, 
are not considered as pasture. The period of time swine can be on pasture is designated as 
April 15 to September 30 of each year. Swine should be moved periodically in order to 
maintain “stands” of forage material. After September 30, all pigs must be provided with 
a three-sided structure which is bedded with straw or shavings. This is in conujunction 
with Chapter 272, Section 77, of the Massachusetts Sate Law regarding Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. 


Number of swine/acre of foraging material: 

60 pigs weighing 40 to 100 Ibs. body weight 

30 pigs weighing 100 to 230 Ibs. body weight 

10 bred sows/gilts 

4 sows/gilts with litters up to ages 8 weeks old 

d. Shade requirement for pasture raised swine (April 15 through September 30) 

Pigs weighing up to 100 lbs. 4 sq. feet/head 
Pigs weighing up to 320 lbs. : 6 sq. feet/head 
Breeding sows and boars: 20 sq. feet/head 
Sows/gilts with litters: 30 sq. feet/head 

8. Open-fronted housing for swine: 

The following charts are the space requirements for pigs raised in open-fronted facili- 
ties with concrete sloped lots. The slope shall be +2"’/foot and must be concrete for ease of 
cleaning 
Sq. ft./Head Inside Sq. ft./Head Outside 


Pigs (30-75 lb.) 1 8 

Pigs (75-230 lb.) 6 15 
Boars (400 lbs.) 40 40 
Bred sow/gilt 8 14 
Sow/gilt with litter 16 28 


Open-fronted structures for gestating/bred and breeding of sows/gilts will require 8 sq. 
feet of housing and 14 sq. ft. of lot area. Group no more than 12 sows/gilts together in one 
lot. Group no more than 6 sows, gilts, or boars in these lots. Dry bedding must be provided 
in the interior structure from September 15 to April 30. Waste must be scraped every other 
day and stored in a manure storage area, which is discussed under the waste manage- 
ment section. 

Open-fronted structure for sow and litters will require 16 sq. ft. of inside area plus 28 sq. 
ft. lot area. Group no more than 2 sows/gilts with litters together. Bedding must be 
provided from September 15 to April 30. Waste must be scraped every other day and 
stored in a manure storage area (discussed under waste management). During cold 
weather, provide an area heated to nortmal room temperature, 60F, for baby pigs. 

9. Feeding space: Feeder space for pigs fed meal or pellet diets either in total confine- 
ment structures, open-fronted facilities, modified open-fronted facilities, pastures or lot 
facilities: 

Nursery pigs (12-30 lb.) 
Pigs (30-50 lb.) 


2 pigs/feeder hole 
3 pigs/feeder hole 
Pigs (50-75 lb.) 4 pips/feeder hole 
Pigs (75-230 lb.) 4-5 pigs/feeder hole 

Market pigs fed in groups on solid slabs of concrete require 1.5 ft of space/head. Sows- 
/gilts fed in groups on solid slabs of concrete require 2 ft. of space/head. Pigs that are fed 
restaurant and bakery products must be fed on a hard surface, preferably concrete, which 
is 16 ft. wide. Residue material, wrapping paper, food scraps, etc. must be scraped out of 
the area every 24 hours and disposed of appropriately. When troughs are used for feeding 
liquid material, such as outdated milk or semi-solid material, trough must be rinsed with 
clean water at 48-hour intervals. Space required for pigs fed by the trough method require 
the same feeder space per head as described previously. 

10. Water requirements: Potable water must be available in free-flowing or in an uncon- 
taminated trough which is free of ice or snow throughout the year. Allow space for one 
automatic waterer/20 pigs. 

11. Confinement Housing for Swine: Confinement housing refers to environmentally 
controlled or modified open-fronted buildings specifically designed to house pigs and max- 
imize the efficiency for the swine producer. 
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a. Pig population per pen should be limited to 20 head per pen with the following space 
allotment: 
Feeder pigs 


Sq. Ft. per Head 
Pigs up to 40 Ib. 3 


Pigs 40-100 Ib. 4 
Pigs 100-150 Ib. 6 
Pigs 150-230 Ib. 8 
Breeding pigs Solid Floor Slat Floor Sq. F't./Head 


Gilts 40 sq. ft. 24 sq. ft. 6 
Sows 48 sq. ft. 30 sq. ft. 6 
Boars 60 sq. ft 40 sq. ft 1 
Gestation: 

Gilts 20 sq. ft. 14 sq. ft. 6-12 
Sows 24 sq. ft. 16 sq. ft. 6-12 


Sows with litters up to 7 weeks of age require a minimum of 21 sq. ft., Minimum 5! x 10’ 
of pen space is permissable on a solid floor or partially slatted floor. For two (2) sows and 
litters allow an 8’ x 10’ area and provide 1 sq. ft. of heated creep area per piglet. 

b. Ventiliation in environmentally controlled housing is accomplished by exhaust fans 
and/or heat exchangers.

INSPECTIONS 

12. All piggeries may be inspected monthly by a representative of the Board of Health, 
who will make such recommendations to the owner as are necessary to maintain the 
swine operation in proper condition, At this time, an inventory of pigs and their approxi- 
mate weights must be available upon request. 

WASTE MANAGEMENT 

13, Waste management wil be governed according to the various types of housing facili- 
ties for swine and the various populations of pigs on each farm, 

a. Pasture situations: Pigs raised on pasture will distribute their waste throughout the 
area. Therefore, waste management is not a concern provided the area is rested and 
meets the distance requirements from abutters as discussed in #7. 

b. Open-fronted buildings with concrete lots: All lots must be scraped clean of all waste 
including feed every day. Waste must be stored in a rodent-proof structure designed to 
contain solid waste. A roof or cap is required which will reduce the odors generated from 
the waste. Application of solid waste to fields should not be done on weekends or holidays. 
Waste, if at all possible, should be harrowed or plowed into fields. 

c. Modified open-fronted buildings or total confinement structures: Each of these struc- 
tures must be designed so that liquid waste can be stored in lagoons under the floor of the 
swine unit or evacuated into a concrete settling tank. Material pumped out of pits and/or 
lagoons must be applied to soil which should be tilled within a few hours following applica- 
tion. Application of liquid waste should not be done on weekends or holidays 

14. Disposal of carcasses: All carcasses in excess of 10 lb. must be removed from the 
farm property within 48 hours after death, Carcasses less than 10 lb. can be buried ina 
hole no less than 2 feet deep. 

General Statement: 

No waste produced by swine will be discarded in areas where any chance of run-off into 
waterways exists. Bedding material used in swine housing does not need to be incorpo- 
rated into the soil. Swine waste cannot be used as a land compost. It must be compacted 
or stored in an appropriate vessel as previously described. 

VARIANCES 

15. Variance Provision: A variance may be requested from any section of these regula 
tions, with the exceptions of paragraphs 1, 2, 3, and 12, and may be granted by the Board 
of Health, if the Board makes the following findings. 

a. The application of any section of these regulations will constitute a substantial finan- 
cial hardship to the applicant. 

b. The applicant owns or controls at leat fifteen (15) acres which is available for the 
raising of swine. In calculating the area which is available so as to satisfy this require- 
ment, all areas shown as wetlands on the Town of Andover Wetland Maps, all paved or 
gravelled areas, and all buildings and structures, shall be excluded 

c. Inno event, shall the applicant have more than ten (10) pigs, including sows, hogs and 
piglets per acre at any time on his property. 

d. Inno event, shall the applicant have more than two hundred (200) pigs, of every size, 
kind and description, on his land at any one time. 

e. The variance will not create a nuisance due to odor, rodent, bird or insect infestation, 
or cause pollution of surface or groundwater. 

f. The variance will not have a substantial adverse impact upon abutting property 
owners, 

g. The variance from these regualtions shall be for not more than twelve (12) months, 
and shall be renewed only upon application filed by the holder of the variance within thirty 
(30) days prior to the expiration of the variance. The Andover Board of Health shall hold a 
public hearing upon any application for the issuance of a new variance, or the renewal of a 
variance. 

SEVERABILITY 

16. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause or phrase, of these rules and regulations, 
shall be decided invalid for any reason whatsoever, such decision shall not affect the 
remaining portions of these regulations, which shall remain in full force and effect; and to 
this end the provisions of these regulations are hereby de-lared severable. 

PENALTIES 

17. Any corporation or person which fails to comply with any provision of these rules 
and regulations or which, after due notice, continues to violate such regulation shall be 
subject to civil and/or criminal penalties as provided for in the above cited statutes. Bach 
day such violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. All permits provided for 
in these regulations may be suspended or revoked by the Board of Health for failure to 
comply with any provisions of these regulations.
